A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telepfione interview witfi regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.G. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (If Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Include, all of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant gave some background on escape masks and argued that 
industry standards require the amount of carbon dioxide in the mask to be low. Applicant further argued that 
Richardson, by having the sealing means attached to the bag, does not fit all sizes of users. Applicant also argued that 
Lund's sealing means is attached to the bag because claim 1 says the sealing means is "on the hood." Examiner 
stated that although she doesn't agree that the language "on the hood" necessarily means the sealing means of Lund 
is attached to the hood, she agreed that the reference is unclear as to whether the sealing means is separate or not 
and indicated that she would withdraw the rejection in view of Lund upon the submission of a formal response. 
However, examiner maintained that (as done in a previous rejection) changing the sealing means of Richardson to 
include a separate sealing means as taught by van der Smisson would have been obvious and that rubber bands and 
drawstrings are interchangeable (and she will cite such art supporting this position). Applicant suggested limiting the 
sealing means to be the "sole" means for reducing carbon dioxide in the mask (i.e., as opposed to Richardson's 
second sealing means 64 and the inner mask of van der Smisson) to better define the invention over the prior art. 
Examiner indicated that she would reconsider the rejection in view of such amendment upon a formal response and get 
a second opinion as to the obviousness of such a limitation in view of the prior art. Examiner also mentioned that a 
declaration showing commercial success or unexpected results may be able to overcome the prior art. Applicant 
indicated that he would file a formal response arguing that Lund is unclear and limiting the sealing means to being the 
sole sealing means .
